Canada lifts Ban on Increase 
In Natural-Gas Sales to IJ.S.

Liaison Unit in U.S. for Citizens Abroad Asked

WASHINGTON, Jan. IS (XHT). 
—An organization of UK, citizens 
living abroad has begun a cam- 
paign to persuade Congress to 
give tt representation on Capitol 
TTTtl 

.The Association of Americans 
Resident Overseas (AARO), which 
in the past has worked to obtain 
the vote for UA. citizens abroad, 
proposes creating * “Jaint can- 
graslanal office” to assist 

senates and representatives “in 
se rv in g their constituents abroad 
and to aid Ame rican s overseas In 
communicating with theta- con- 
gressional representatives.** ■ 

The group, which describes It- 
self as a nonprofit, nonpartisan 
organization, raid that the kinds 
of problems the Hainan office 
would handle could include tax 
matters, extension of Medicare 
benefits to qualified recipients 
overseas, abseotee voting and cit- 
izenship status for children 
whose parents include only one 
J7J5. citizen. .. 

Alfred Davidson, a retired XJS. 
lawyer iivfaig in Paris, said last 
week that toe group’s leaders and 
others ted discussed the fact that 
“Americans overseas have no focal 
point for making their voice heard 
In the United States.” 

White Hero Meeting 

Mr. Davidson is a director erf 
AARO and honorary chairman 
of the Democratic party overseas. 

The U-S. represe nt ative for 
AARO is' David Ginsberg, a 
Washington lawyer. With M I. 
Davidson, he has met with White 
House officials in an effort to 
pin backing for the plan. 80 
far, he said, they have not tiled 
to get a congressiona l sponsor. 

“Our central objective is to get 
a point of reference In represen- 
tation for these Americans 


abroad, and not a particular 
institution.'’ he said. “It may 
be there is a better plan that 
would accomplish this end.” 

He said that the congressional 
HaiRnri wffirw proposal is a “new 
device, patterned an s imilar of- 
fices which have been establish- 
ed and used by various depart- 
ments of toe g o v e rnment, includ- 
ing the Department of Defense 
tuid the Department of State. 

“It would enable over a mil- 


ls on people overseas to have a 
point of reference in the Con- 
gress. and we think would be of 
marked assistance to members 
of congress who receive a great 
deal of correspondence from 
ov e rs e as and are unaware of toe 
background of many of the com- 
munications,” Mr..

ANKARA, Jan. 18 (Reuters).— 
Turkey and Greece have agreed 
to start negotiations aimed at 
solving their dispute over the 
Aegean continental shelf, the 
■Foreign Ministry said here today. 

The announcement said that 
negotiations on a technical level 
would begin in Paris on Feb. 12.

Eanes Accepts Sodalist-Conservatiye Bloc

LISBON, Jan. 18 (UPD ^-Presi- 
dent Antonio Ramalho Eanes to- 
day accepted the fo r mation of a 
Socialist-conservative government 
proposed by Premier-designate 
Mario Soares. 

A presidential statement said 
that Mr. Eanes would begin toe 
process of «ffiHn3iy asking Mr. 
Soares to head & new govern- 
ment tonight. It was issued af- 
ter Mr. Eanes was endorsed by 
toe military's RerolUtiflEfliy 
Council. The statement said that 
the President would meet to- 
morrow with, representatives of 
those parties with seats in par- 
liament. 

"The President has accepted toe 
g^riw]te t-wmspr ra .tivi> formula 
wQl today open toe formali- 
ties to initiate this,” toe state- 
ment said. 

Mr. Soares told toe President 
that his party: was wfOing to 
form a new government with 
members of the conservative Cen- 
ter Democrats serving in toe 
cabinet. The Socialist leader said 
that he planned to sign a formal 
agreement with the conservatives 
tomorrow. 


The agreement would meet a 
presidential demand that the new 
hold a parliamentary ma- 
jority, although Mr. Eanes earlier 
had hoped that Mr. Soares would 
be able 60 Include at lcert the 
tacit support of toe Commun- 
ists. 

Once officially named to farm 
a government, Mr. Soares will 
have 10 days to choose a cabinet 
and gov er nm e n t a l program to 
present to toe Legislative Assem- 
bly for approval. Politicians said 
that a favorable vote was cer- 
tain because toe two parties hold 
a 143-seat majority in the 283- 
member assembly. 

The Communists quickly crit- 
icized toe alliance. "The co&li- 
jtion will lead to a serious 
deterioration of the economy and 
endanger Portugal's democracy." 
a party spokesman said. “If 
such a coahtion comes about, it 
wfll generate toe just repudia- 
tion of Portuguese workers.” 

Portugal has been without a 
government since Mr. Soares’s 
minority Socialist government 
fell in a no-confidence .vote on 
Dec. 8.’ 


Meanwhile, Bank of Portugal 
officials privately were telling 
businessmen that dollar payments 
could not be transferred because 
.the nation’s foreign-exchange 
reserves were exhausted. Foreign 
loans to ease this emergency have 
been withheld pending formation 
of a government with powers to 
Institute austerity measures de* 
manded by toe International 
Monetary Fund. 

Mr. Soares late said that he 
foresaw no problems in creating 
a- government with the conserva- 
tives as Junior partners. “We 
are in a position to form a gov- 
ernment right now” he raid. "It 
would have a fundamental So- 
cialist base with personalities 
from toe Center Democrats.” 

Politicians said that the Social- 
ists envisioned giving the con- 
servatives three portfolios in the 
cabinet and about six recretary- 
of-state positions. 

The decision to proceed with on- 
ly conservative support represent- 
ed a sharp departure from the 
Socialist position that the party 
needed Communist support to In- 
sure stability.

Italy Lobby Bids U.S. Comment on Rome Crisis

HOME, Jan. 18 fWP>.— The 
I inn U.S. opposition to Commu- 
nists in a new Italian govern- 
ment, according to authoritative 
diplomatic sources here, was the 
result of personal pleas by in- 
fluential leaders on Capitol H1U 
plus concern for the staunchly 
anti- communist sentiments of 
organised Italian-American 
voters. 

The public expression of TJJ3 
views on Italy's government last 
week drew criticism from Com- 
munists and Socialists here. But 
more surprising is the dismay 
voiced by Italian political mod- 
erates, who generally support 
Washington. 

Among the ELS. politicians who 
are known to have urged the ad- 
ministration to voice strong and 
public opposition to Communists 
in the Italian government are 
Sen. Edward Brooke, El-Ma ss ., a 
m emb er of the Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Foreign Operations. 

Ambassador Richard Gardner, 
who was called home last week 
to discuss the Italian crisis, also 
is known to have spoken with 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
and Rep.

The Christian Democratic gov- 
ernment of Premier Giullo An- 
dreotti resigned Monday after the 
Communists, the second biggest 
party, withdrew their support 
and formally demanded minis- 
tries. 

According to those in a posi- 
tion to know, the U.S. decision 
to urge publicly that Mr. An- 
dreottl resist the Communist 
demand was based on a fear that 
elder statesmen among the 
Christian Democrats were lean- 
ing toward a deal with the Com- 
munists. Diplomats dte ambig- 
uous speeches by Aldo Moro, a 
tanner premier and now pres- 


ident of the party, as well as 
Amin tore Fanfani. another for- 
mer premier, as the source of this 
concern. 

U S. authorities are skeptical 
of the conventional Italian view 
that Italian Eurocommunists are 
markedly different from the 
Moscow-oriented variety. Visitors 
here are quoting an extract from 
an interview on Dec. 30 with 
Luigi Longo, the 77-year-old 
president of the Italian party. 

He told the Milan newspaper, 
Corriere della Sera: “The Russian 
Revolution has been the greatest 
work that has ever been done. 
It is a propulsive, democratic 
and progressive force not only 
for the Soviet nation but also 
with regard to the situation in 
the world. Can you imagine what 
the situation In the world would 
be, supposing that this great 
economic, political, military, yes. 
also military, and ideological 
force no longer existed?" 

UJS. authorities believe that 
last week's statement has stif- 
fened the Christian Democrats 
and assured that they will resist 
giving the Communists any min- 
istry. These officials believe the 
Communists have now been 
frightened, too. and are pulling 
back from their demand for gov- 
ernment places. 

The U.S. point of view holds 
that some lesser Christian Dem- 
ocratic gesture to give the Com- 
munists a greater degree of legit- 
imacy would be acceptable pro- 
vided that a new Christian Dem- 
ocratic government In turn ex- 
tracted from the Communists 
p.edges of support for specific 
austerity measures. 

Almost everyone here agrees 
tlx&t Italy is now ungovernable 
without the consent of the Com- 
munists and their worker fol- 
lowers, particularly at a time of 
raging Inflation. 

The real fear of Italy’s Repub- 
lican leaders is that Washing- 
ton's cold shoulder could lead to 
a “stiffening of positions" among 
the Communists, strengthening 
old hard-liners like Mr. Longo 
and weakening those wbo have 


behaved' more moderately, like 
the party secretary, Eurico Ber- 
linguer. 

There is little doubt here that 
the United States enjoys an un- 
usually large influence over Ita- 
ly's fate. Even now, it was learn- 
ed, top officials are working os a 
set of recommendations for an 
International Monetary Fund 
watchdog team due here after a 
2h w government is formed. 
Whether or not Italy gets the 
IMF team's approval will have a 
profound effect on Italian Out- 
put, employment and income.

Amphetamine Abuse Increases in Japan 


TOKYO. Jan. 18 (AP>.— More 
and more Japanese, known for 
long hours and hard work, are 
resorting to amphetamines to get 
through the day, despite penalties 
of up to life In prison, the Na- 
tional Police Agency says. 

“It used to be Just night work- 
ers— taxi drivers, truck drivers 
nightclub hostesses,” said Super- 
intendent Y os hi take Shimada ot 
.he agency's safety division. But 
farmers, construction workers, 
housewives, salesmen, and busi- 
nessmen are using them, o ffici a l s 
say. • 

An agency report issued last 
month said that arrests for am- 
phetamine use, sale or smuggling 
have gone up 20 times in the last 
eight years — to 13,401 In the first 
11 months of last year — while 


those Involving heroin, opium, 
marijuana or other illegal drugs 
have increased only slightly or 
decreased. The report said that 
amphetamine cases rose from 
fewer than 1.000 In 1969 to 14.000 
by 1973. when a law providing for 
life imprisonment for selling the 
drag was passed. Arrests de- 
creased to just under 10,000 the 
next year, but have climbed mare 
than 30 per cent a year since. 

Inspector Yasuo Sasaki of the 
Kanag awa prefecture, which in- 
cludes the two major ports of 
Yokohama and Yokosuka, esti- 
mates that there are at least 
150,000 amphetamine users in 
japan. “It’s easy to get. easy to 
use . . . and it fits the Japanese 
character," he said. Mr. Sasaki 
explained that heroin and related 
drugs axe depressants and carry 
an extra stigma. “You become a

burden on society,” he said. But 
amphetamines have the opposite 
effect— temporarily, they help you 
to work harder. 

“But they’re worse than heroin." 
Mr. Sasaki said. “People under 
the influence of heroin don't fight. 
But amphetamine addicts get 
hallucinations, delusions be- 
come violent.” 

Mr. Shimada agreed. “We had 
21 cases involving 26 persons last 
year where someone was killed 
— without any reason. We had 
11 arson cases and 8 kidnappings 
involving amphetamines,” he said. 

Japanese police have no real 
ex plana tion for the increasing 
use of amphetamines — although 
they note that businessmen and 
workers are under more pressure 
because of the recent recession. 
Some employers even encourage 
the use of amphetamines, espe- 
cially by truck drivers and* night 
workers. Mr. Shimada said.

There's a big 
pharmaceutical company there 
that buys huge amounts, which 
Japanese police believe is nearly 
all sent to Japan, since there is 
little amphetamine use elsewhere 
in Asia,” he said. 

In Hong Kong, there was no 
law against smuggling the drug 
out of the country until last year. 
Mr. Shimada added that at least 
one Hong- Kong: policeman is 
under indictment in Japan for 
amphetamine snuggling but has 
□ot been arrested in Hong Kong 
because he broke no local law.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 18 (AP) . 
— Presidents Jorge Videla of Ar- 
gentina and Augusto Pinochet of 
Chile will meet tomorrow to try 
to settle a territorial dispute that 
has prompted troop buildups by 
their military governments, a 
reliable source said last night.

SEOUL, Jan. 18 (NYT) — 
President Park Chung Hee said 
today that South Korea was 
militarily on a par with the 
North and that it was stepping 
up development of its defense 
industry. 

He said at bis annual news 
conference that among items it 
now produces domestically on a 
large scale are field artillery 
pieces, various ammunition, com- 
munications equipment and ve- 
hicles, including armored person- 
nel carriers. - 

The country had previously 
depended on the United States 
for many of those items. 

Giving an outline of the cairn- 
try’s nascent armament indus- 
tries, Mr. Park said that tanks 
are being remodeled to suit Ko- 
rea's rugged terrain and some 
warships and gunboats are being 
built-in South Korea. 

SflssOe Output 

He said that this country is 
now producing its own air-to-air 
and surface-to-surface missiles 
and helicopters are being as- 
sembled domestically.

vember. 

Hoover’s handwritten notation 
on an internal FBI memorandum 
adds a new dimension to what 
has been disclosed In the lost 14 
years concerning friction between 
the bureau and the commission 
that Investigated Kennedy's mur- 
der. 

Documents made public several 
years ago showed that the FBI 
volunteered little information to 
the commission about its relations 
with Ruby, the convicted killer 
of Lee Harvey Oswald. The com- 
mission ultimately concluded that 
Oswald acted alone in bis assassi- 
nation of Kennedy in Dallas. 

Recruited as Informant 

According to papers made pub- 
lic earlier, (he bureau asked 
Ruby in 1959 to become an in- 
formant The bureau said its 
agents contacted Ruby eight 
times between March and Octo- 
ber of that year, but the night- 
club owner did not provide any 
useful information and was never 
paid by the FBI. 

The latest document indicates 
that Hoover was concerned that 
the commission might become 
suspicious of the FBI 11 the bu- 
reau failed to tell the complete 
story of its dealings with Ruby.

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Italy and the Communists 


Italy's infinitely cautious Christian Demo- 
■ crats. who have dominated every government 
for 30 years, now face a double dilemma. 
First Vhey have to find some new accom- 
modation with the Communists, who want 
seats in the cabinet. But beyond that, these 
Christian Democrats — an ingrown circle of 
career politicians — have to find a way to 
govern an increasingly tense and divided 
country. The United States is now leaning 
on them publicly not to bring the Com- 
munists into formal participation in the 
government. But political strength is now 
so narrowly divided, in the country and In 
the Parliament, that no government at all 
can he formed without some substantial de- 
gree of Communist support. 

* * * 

While the slow dance goes on among the 
party leaders, out in the streets the fighting 
among political extremists is on the rise 
again. There has been an ugly series of 
attacks on public figures. Italy’s inflation 
rate and unemployment rate are both the 
highest of any major developed country's; 
industrial production and investment are 
dropping rapidly. The Communists are call- 
ing for a government of national unity. But 
it is an open Question whether that kind of 
cabinet, embracng all major parties, would 
make decisive government easier. 

The UjS. objections usually begin with 
references to the effects on NATO, but that's 
only a part of iL The French elections will 
be held in March, and the parties of the 
left are showing great strength in the opin- 
ion polls. The Quarreling among them has 
made it highly unlikely that the Communists 
will be in the next French government, but 
success for the party In Borne would confer 
—In at least some French circles— a certain 
reflected respectability and acceptability on 
the party in Paris. There is also Italy's 
economic program, designed mainly to bring 
inflation under control. The International 
Monetary (Fund has been giving Italy finan- 
cial support, tout only .on condition that it 
maintain la comparatively restrictive econom- 


ic policy to try to hold prices down. That, 
of course, will become much more difficult 
II the Communists come into the government 
carrying all of tfre pent-up expectations of 
their followers. Governing Italy currently 
means presiding over a drop In the standard 
of living, not a comfortable process regard- 
less of who Is In the cabinet. But the uncer- 
tainty over the economy and the uncertainty 
over future Communist Influence tend to 
aggravate and compound each other. 

It is quite wrong to speak of a possibility 
that the Communists will come to power In 
Italy. They have already come to a very 
substantial degree of power, especially since 
their gains in the 1976 election; they Share 
widely in the actual governance of Italy. 
They brought down the Andreotti govern- 
ment by a gesture last week, because .they 
want to renegogiate the terms of their sup- 
port. The immediate prospect now is for a 
long and intricate parley in which the 
Christian Democrats will give a little ground 
while still seeking to avoid .that final, formal 
recogniton symbolized toy cabinet appoint- 
ments. Whether they succeed is entirely 
unpredictable. 

* * * 

Some Italians have vehemently protested 
the state Department’s statement last week 
declaring- OS. disapproval of Communists in 
European governments. They called it inter- 
ference in their Internal affairs. But that's 
a bit disingenuous. If the Carter adminis- 
tration had said nothing, its silence would 
have been cited In the same quarters as 
evidence of acquiescence. Yet, having made 
that declaration, what else— 4f anything — 
ought the United States do? As a practical 
matter, the possibilities are- not pr omising . 
This country still has. influence among Ital- 
ians, but that influence has greatly diminish- 
ed over the past decade Italy now seems 
to he moving slowly and reluctantly toward 
a historic turn, In Its politics — and for the 
first time in a generation, it is not waiting 
for Washington's approval.

Jawor ski’s Complaints 


The Justice Department made, we suppose, 
the best deal it could to obtain the testimony 
of Tong sun Park, the South Korean rice 
trader indicted for buying influence in 
Congress. In exchange for his “truthful” 
testimony and “full cooperation" at a depo- 
sition in Seoul and at subsequent trials here, 
os determined solely by the Department of 
Justice, the department offered him immu- 
nity from prosecution. Sure, it would have 
been preferable to question him out of South 
Korean government hearing, and to take 
testimony as well from current South Korean 
officials. Including the two past ambassadors 
to Washington and the former director of 
the Korean CIA. But the Justice Depart- 
ment did manage to move the stalled in- 
fluence-buying inquiry off the dime. 

* * * 

Leon Jaworskl, special counsel to the House 
Ethics Committee, protests that Justice did 
not get Mr. Park to testify before a grand 
Jury (that Is, out of South Korean govern- 
ment hearings). True. He's unhappy that 
Mr. Park Is not required to answer questions 
about present South Korean officials. True, 
but we note a promising loophole; This ban 
does not apply If the involvement of the 
officials occurred in the United States or In 
the presence of US. officials. Mr. Jaworskl 
also criticizes the Justice Department for 
suggesting that the Congress content itself 
with a transcript of the Seoul deposition. 
True, but the Justlce-Tongsun Park agree- 
ment will bring the South Korean to this 
country, where it will be possible— with his 
agreement, his attorney says — for Congress 
to take his testimony. 

It has to be kept in mind that Justice and 


Congress have very different alms. The Jus- 
tice Department wants to make criminal 
cases. Congress and Its members want, or 
so we still presume, to demonstrate that 
they are es vigilant In policing — and disci- 
plining — themselves as they are In oversee- 
ing the executive branch. TO do this they 
must see not only that no member broke 
a law but also that no member violated Con- 
gress’s own ethical standards. They must 
demonstrate. In the end, a willingness to 
bring their own members to book tor viola- 
tions of the rules, and for censure or even 
expulsion if such punishment Is warranted. 
There may be only a ‘handful” of fresh In- 
dictments (and none of sitting congress- 
men), the Justice Department now says. 
But Rep. Bruce Capnto, R-N.Y., who sat In 
on the opening sessions of the Park deposi- 
tion, says that “dozens and dozens” of con- 
gressmen were touched In some way by the 
influence-buying scandal. 

* * * 

This Is the monkey on Congress's bock. 
It Is a diplomatically embarrassing fact, but 
a fact no less, that Congress cant get rid 
of that monkey unless Seoul cooperates. 
Congress has the power— In its direct control 
over aid funds and its indirect -control over 
the whole climate in which South Korean - 
UB. relations are conducted— to bargain for ' 
further testimony by other South Koreans, 
even by present officials, if that proves nec- 
essary. We read Mr. JaworSki's complaints 
not so much as an attack on the Justice 
Department as a signal to South Korea that 
it can’t get away merely toy producing Tong- - 
sun Park.

Carter and the Congress

W ASHINGTON— in bis “cal- 
endar of great Americans, " 
Woodrow Wilson made an obser- 
vation. about Mr. Lincoln which 
•tin stands as a fairly good test 
of UJS. ssetidents at the end of 
their firs t year In the White 
House. 

The most significant thing 
about the career of tbe rrwm [Lin- 
coln] Wilson wrote. “Is the way 
In which he grew steadily into a 
national stature ... as he grew. 
everything formed. Informed, 
transformed him The process was 
slow but unbroken. He was sot fit 
to be president until he actually 
president. He was fit t>a>p . 
because learning everything as he 
went, he had found out how much 
there was to team . . .” 

This Is a startling observation 
from Wilson, who lost so many 
of his dreams of a League of Na- 
tions bemuse he learned so little 
about how to get on with the Con- 
gress. And thin is the question 
now being asked about President 
Carter as the Congress returns to 
a snowy Washington: What have 
they learned about one another 
In thfa that year, and how will 
they get on together In the sec- 
ond? 

Consultation 
They didn't get on v er y well In 
1977 for many reasons, most of 
which are Mamed on the Presi- 
dent. The main cbarge against 
Carter is that be tried to do too 
much too soon, with too little 
advance consultation with the 
leaders of the Congress. 

Arthur Schteetoger Jr, who has 
not been excessively critical of 
Democratic presidents, takes a 
different view. He argues In the 
Wall Street Journal that Jimmy 
Carter Is doing too little too late; 
that he Is really a Republican in 
Democratic clothes; and that he 
Is not really an “activist” Pres- 
ident, but a compromiser with 
the Congress, a ‘^tand -patter” 
who “has tried to do rather less 
than Wilson, FDR- Truman, 
Kennedy or Johnson tried to do 
in thefr first year.” 

There Is obviously something to 
thfa argument, but I don’t t h i nk 
It’s quite fair. You can argue 
against the “Imperial presid en cy” 
and also against the "stand- 
patism” of MT. Carter, but it’s a 
little awkward to do both. Never- 
theless, at the beginning of his 
second year, Mr. Carter is clearly 
in the middle between tbe people 
who thfriic fee’s being too dogmatic 
too fast, and the people who think 
he’s being too easy and too daw. 

Which brings us back to 
Woodrow Wilson’s question, which 
. is whether new presidents are 
“learners” or, as he put it at 
another time, “whether they grow 
or merely swelL” The testimony 
of the Democratic leaders who 
met with the President on Tues- 
day in the White House is that 
Carter has learned a lot In his 
first year that will be useful In 
his second. 

Discuss in Private 
For cue thing, he has learned 
.that It Is wiser to discuss his 
policies In private and in advance 
with tbe legislative leaders than 
to announce them publicly and 
fight over them later. He has 
also learned that the Congres 
of the United States Is not just 
a bigger Georgia Legislature, and 
that it Is much youngs’, much 
mare independent and combative 
than In the days at Franklin 
Roosevelt, House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, and Senate majority 
leader Lyndon Johnson. 

Mr. Carter was probably quite 
wrong In assuming, aa he did In 
the presidential election campaign 
'Of 1976, that a Democratic presi- 
dent end a Democratic majority 
In the House and Senate would 
s omehow produce party unity. Be 
has learned since' then that there 
is very little party loyalty, that 
most Democratic members of 
Congress ran a head of him in the 
last election, and that the party 
leaders In the House and Senate 
can no longer command votes 
for his policies. 

Two Important things have 
happened since the war crisis in 
Vietnam i mwil faiMniwi ' 

crisis over Watergate: 

First, the President has lost 
bis power to invoke “executive 
privilege” In the name of “na- 
tional security," and second, 
power In tbe Congress has been 
dispersed from the leaders and 
the committee chairmen to the 


subcommittees and the party 
caucuses. So evoybody Is more 
equal, and nobody Is In charge. 
This was Carter's problem as he 
outlined his State of the Uhlan 
message and his budget to the 
so-called “party leaders” this 
week. 

Respect Values 

Uhder these circumstances, 
what toe Democratic leaders are 
hoping for Is that toe Resident, 
In his second year, will he more 
flexible thaw In his first. They 
respect his lnteOectual gifts, and 
■his moral values; but not his 
poUticsl techniqu es They think 
he has been too remote, rigid, «K- 
assurak- and even seif-righteora;

Maybe they are right— and they 
probably are— tout it is not at all 
a sure thing.

Soviet Dissent 

In his otherwise thoughtful 
and useful article about the 
Soviet human rights movement 
(2HT, Dec. 31), David Shipler 
writes: “The dissidents issued no 
detailed analysis of the Soviet 
constitution adopted in October.” 

This is far from the truth. 
Within a tew weeks of the publi- 
cation of the draft ccmstifcution 
in th e summer, dissenters had 
written a considerable number of 
such analyses. The Moscow 
samizdat journal, A Chronicle 
of Current Events (No. 48, An* 
gust, 1977), summarizes 10 such 
documents and also toe first 
two issues of a samizdat bulle- 
tin, On the Draft Constitution 
of the UJ3BJL, which had 
quickly sprung up. 

As the Chronicle reports, all 
the commentaries “were sent to 
the Constitution Commission, to 
Soviet newspapers, or to govern- 
mental bodte, but not one of 
them was accorded even a men- 
tion in the media.”

China is believed to be con- 
cerned over Cambodia’s recent 
break In diplomatic relations with 
Vietnam and over the fighting 
between the communist neigh- 
bors. 

Mrs. Teng Ying-chao, widow 
of Premier Chou En-lai and a 
vice-chairman of the National 
People’s Congress, left for Cam- 
bodia with the vice-minister for 
foreign affairs, Han Mien-lung, 
and the director of the ministry’s 
Aoinri affairs de partmen t, Pthgn 
Ping. The Chinese news agency 
called It a friendly visit 
Middle Path 

Peking appears to have been 
fallowing a cautious middle path 
In the dispute between Cambo- 
dia and Vietnam despite its 
strong Ideological ties with Cam- 
bodia. china has expressed hope 
that a peaceful solution can be 
found through negotiations. 

Vietnam has called for quick 
talks at any level to settle the 
border dispute, but Cambodia 
has rejected negotiations until 
aU Vietnamese troops have with- 
drawn from its territory. 

Cambodian Premier Pol Pot 
said that his army scored “fresh 
victories'* against Vietnamese 
forces, killing or wounding more 
than 12,000 soldiers and knocking 
out 130 tanks. Radio Phnom 
Penh announced today. 

Meanwhile, official Vietnamese 
reports In Hang Kang indicated 
that thousands of. rebel soldiers 
of the former Saigon regime are 
attacking Vietnamese forces. The 
reports said that the remnants of 
the antJ-Communist army were 
hiding in Glang Province and at- 
tacking the Vietnamese troops 
from the rear.

Dream Boat, 
A Museum, 
Is for Sale 

By juies B. Farbei 
TWXBIJWERSLDIS, the Nether- 
-L’ lands (IHT).— The oldest 
Dutch houseboat— ^ built at the 
turn of the century by Wijhand 
OJ. Nteuwenfcamp, an architect, 
painter and graphic artist— will 
go on sale at the international 
Duesseldorf Boat Show (running 
from tomorrow until Jan. 29), 
for l min inn deutsche marks 
(roughly £470,000). 

The present owner, Marlhus 
Brandt, 39, feels that now is the 
time to move on to- terra flrma 
before his two children (3 years 
old and 8 months) fall overboard 
or damage the valuable interior. 
Brandt acquired thix fi p w f Hn g 
museum eight years ago While 
be was a bachelor. 

Brandt, a marketing man who 
specializes hi developing recrea- 
tional objects and toys, was In- 
vited to pyhthtf. this unusual 
toormboot (houseboat) at the 
West German show, which has 
a "Partnership with the Nether- 
lands” theme this year. Not 
wanting to disrupt family life, 
be refused to tow the houseboat 
to Duesseldorf. 

At a stand in Bail 6, he will 
present the exhibition’s most un- 
usual and highest- priced entry 
through documents. On display 
will be color photographs, the 
architect's original 1898 building 
sketches and a .book detailing the 
boat's history and wanderings 
through 1930. Interested parties 
must voyage to Nleirwersluis, not 
far from Amsterdam, for a first- 
hand Inspection. The sale Is 
conditioned by an agreement to 
retain, the historical inheritance 
intact 

Christened de Zwerver (the 
Wanderer) in 1900 by Its builder,

the houseboat is fitted with 17th- 
century cabinets and chests. 
Delft blue tiles, precious leaded- 
giass windows, porcelain closets, 
an impressive fireplace, old chan- 
deliers and many other antiques. 
Two years later, when his family 
expanded, Nieuwenkamp added 
on to the front and rear, bring- 
ing the total size to 100 by 17 
feet with a maximum height of 
12 feet 

Brandt was living on a tjoBc, 
an old Frisian boat, when he 
heard that de Zwerver, moored 
nearby, would be auctioned off 
by Its owner to meet financial 
obligations. Brandt commented. 
“It was badly battered on the 
narrow, heavy-traffic channel 
tending to the Vecht River. This 
relic of more glorious days, 
neglected as it changed hands 
four times, was going on the 
block for its antique wood, tiles, 
glass and furniture. Fearing I 
might lose oat to the salvagers, 
I bought It an hour before the 
sate Dealers have been coming 
around ever since- and Sotheby’s 
furniture expert recently tided to 
buy the two-big Gelderse cabi- 
nets. But nothing will leave the 
ship. 

“After I became skipper of this 


beautiful wreck, Z started digging

Nieuwenkamp “s family with, his 
graphic work, drawings and ship- 
board furniture.

Be 
even dismantled his atelier, 
which was created from exotical- 
ly carved beams and panels pick- 
ed up In 1898 In Indonesia All 
of this was transported to a 
Haariemmer Lake wharf to be 
fitted Into the boat. 

An a teller was Included so he 
could draw and print etchings. 
The steel-hull construction was 
riveted by hand. Cork lining 
went between the double walls 
to fight dampness and assure 
heat retention.

continued his search for lumber 
to further embellish, the interior.

A vegetable Is not without 
honor, save In its own coun- 
try. The tomato and the potato 
are natives of the New World hut 
the United States did not ac- 
cept them until, having traveled 
abroad, the tomato was returned 
to Amorim frcm Italy and the 
potato from Ireland. 

A similar phenomenon occur- 
red In the reverse direction when 
okra (which, la admittedly a 
vegetable easier to do without 
than either the tomato or the 
potato), a native of the Easton 
Hemisphere which might easily 
have been, imparted from the 
Middle East or from Africa before 
the time of COlmnbus, failed.' to 
attract the attention of Europe 
until, after having been trans- 
ported to the New World and put 
to good use there. It was return- 
ed to the Old. Even then, its 
reception could hardly be describ- 
ed as a gastronomic event. 

Okra was introduced into the 
Western Hemisphere by Negro 
slaves from Africa, probably its 
place of origin, though some 
votes have been cast for Aria. 
I have read that It was eaten in 
Africa in prehistoric times, but 
this information was not accom- 
panied by any details which would 
permit confirming or confuting it. 
"The Horizon Cookbook" repro- 
duces an ancient Egyptian paint- 
ing which is alleged to depict 
slaves harvesting okra from trel- 
lises, but if the fruits shown werq 
supposed to be okra, the Egyp- 
tians were singularly inaccurate 
painters. 

A significant testimonial to the 


close ' association between okra 
and Africa la provided in Brazil, 
where a sect known as the Can- 
dflmhU has transferred Its cus- 
toms from one continent to an- 
other and maintained them in- 
tact for four centuries on alien 
soSL Among the consecrated 
dishes which, are prepared by Its 
priestesses far (their ritual ob- 
servances, one is based on okra. 
Which has to be prepared accord- 
ing to a ritual formula from 
which any deviation would, be 
sacrilege. 

Very Name 

■Okra la also tied to Africa by 
its very nama. It comes from 
nkruman or nkrumun, from the 
Twl language spoken on the Gold 
Coast Negroes from Angola 
brought okra to America, too, 
but called it, in.Umbundu, odiing- 
gonibo or ngonibo. This became 
gumbo, but has changed its mean- 
ing. Gumbo originally meant 
the vegetable, but Is now applied 
to almost the only dish, except 
soups, in which, okra is used 
in the United States, a catch- 
all stew adapted from the In- 
dians (one of the Ingredients it 
Caught In their time was owl), 
which was thickened with fU6 
powder made from dried sassa- 
fras leaves. 

When okra appeared on the 
scene, it displaced £Q£ powder 
as the thickener and gave Us 
other name to the stew. How- 
ever there are traditionalists (who 
do not know they sue tnuttfa m al- 
ists) in the South, who still' pre- 
fer fiU powder to okra aa the 
thickener, so today there are gum- 
bos which have no gumbo (La. 
okra) In them at all. lam told 


that bath. In the same dish 
la inadvisable unless you are fond 
of stew with the -oomdsteney of 
glue. 

Okra la always harvested un- 
ripe, about 2 1/3 months after 
planting, when, the pods, which 
are Its most etffle part, are from 
2 to 9 inches long. If allowed 
to ripen, okra becomes fibrous and 
indigestible. In America it is 
usually seen in stews and soups 
in cross section, cut into thick 
disks which look like little wheels, 
with a seed nestled between each 
pair of spokes. . 

The taste Is pleasing, . a -little 
tart, clean, and the disks feel 
crisp under the teeth, . curiously, 
since the outstanding character- 
istic of okra is that it is muci- 
laginous, which is what makes It 
a good' thickener. 

It is seldom cooked in the Unit- 
ed States as a separate vegetable 
for Its own sake, though there 
are exceptions— an okra and to- 
mato dish in Texas., tor tnatahne. 
or Charleston's okra pilau, other- 
wise known as Limping . Susan. 

Dying Interest 

Fresh okra used to be a fixture 
in American vegetable markets, 
but it fat disappearing now, for it 
is one of the sorts of food which 
supermarkets prefer not to han- 
dle; instead it is. sold canned, 
fro ze n or dried, which may be 
why interest in it is dying. In a 
1974 survey made by the UJ3. 
Department of Agriculture, adults 
named okra as one of three vege- 
tables they liked least, and chil- 
dren rated it with four they liked 
second-least. . 

La Burqpe, there has been no 


prdblan of a decline of interest 
in okra, tor okra, despite 1 is claim 
to being a prodigal son, has never 
aroused a great deal of European 
interest, exception made for the 
extreme southeast carrier, which 
is in the Middle Bast gastronomic 
belt, and Spain, where the Moors 
introduced it 

I read with some surprise in a 
guide for Americans abroad that 
okra (Which, Incidentally, is de- 
served as a sort of squash, proof 
enough that its author is not a 
Southerner) is “very common . . 
in Stance; in rangitmri and Ger- 
many less so.” 

It happens that I hove Ured 
in Ranee for more than 85 years 
and I have yet to see okra. 

Okra Is the contrary of a 
luxury food. Now grown almost 
every w h ere in . tropical, subtro- 
pical and warm temperate re- 
gions, it is a food of the Third 
World, where It is much more 
than a thickener. 

Like Asparagus 

In India, where a variety 
slightly different from the Amer- 
ican one is known as bendi-tori, 
it is eaten fresh, prepared like 
asparagus, or Is pickled. In the 
Middle Bast, Including Greece 
and Egypt, where It Is called by 
Its Arabic name of bamyah or 
bandeh, the tender young pods 
enter into various combinations, 
a favorite being okra and chop- 
ped meat. 

In North Africa, tropical Africa 
and Madagascar, the pods, fresh 
or dried, and the leaves, also 
fresh or dried, are widely eaten; 
the young shoots get around a 
little less; and even the calyxes 
are eaten, .though rarely, a 


It Is Africa which has bestow- 
ed its okra dishes <xz the region 
of the New World which eats 
okra most enthusiastically, the 
Caribbean, as we know by their 
names. The celebrated caUaloo, 
a rich stew or soup, takes its 
name from a spinach-like vege- 
table which Is one of its ingre- 
dients; coo-coo Is an okra dish 
whose name is. a corruption of 
an African, word mp«.nfng “meal" 
or “mush"; and foo-foo comes 
from another African word which, 
refers to the pale color of foods 
which have been pounded. 

Foo-foo Is beloved of Fide] 
Castro, who described it to an 
inter v iew er as a "great delicacy,’' 
and explained that it was “our 
beefsteak” in the days when be 
and hit guerrillas were operating 
from their hideouts in the Cuban 
hills.

More Californians Choosing the ‘Instant Marriage’ Route

T OS ANGELES (NYT).— In rap- 
^ Idly increasing numbers, Cali- 
fornians are choosing to wed in 
ceremonies sometimes called “in- 
stant marriages.” 

They are taking advantage of 
a procedure that was originally 
intended to accommodate un- 
married couples who had been 
living together for a number of 
years, perhaps bearing children, 
and who wanted to legalize their 
relationship secretly in a state 
that does not recognize common 
law marriages. 

The state's Confidential Mar- 
riage Act provides far a procedure 
that has few of the encumbrances 
of the traditional marriage license 
—requiring only that a couple 
complete a certificate costing $5 
at one of 200 wedding chspeto 
scattered throughout the state or 
at a church. There Is no blood 
test with its three-day watt and 
no public record of the marriage. 
The only way the certificate can 
be seen is through a court order 
or on the request of one of the 
spouses; In any event the date 


of the marriage remains secret 
since the certificate does not 
contain It. 

The confidential marriage isn’t 
new, but the fervor for it is. 
Confidential marriages have been 
possible in California, since 1877, 
when the law establishing the 
procedure was enacted. Few cou- 
ples knew about it, however. 
Then. In 1971. a minor revision 
to the old law— the wedding cer- 
tificates bad to be filed with the 
comity clerk Instead of with one’s 
church— set off a wave of pub- 
licity by the state’s wedding 
chapels, which began to advertise 
“Instant ma rria ges " as If they 
were Just invented. 

Most Californians still value 
having their marriages placed in 
the public record and still .see a 
measure -of safety in Mood tests. 
But tiie instant marriages have 

climbed in number from 1,075 
during the first 10 months of the 
revised statute to 19,061 in 1975 
and 30425 last year. (Traditional, 
licensed- marriages totaled 15L284 
last year.) 

■The popularity of the method 
has led some legal authorities to 


suggest that It might be.a first 
step toward minimising govern- 
ment Involvement in such, per- 
sonal matters as marriage and 
divorce. The American Bar Asso- 
ciation has proposed a model 
statute that contains a provision 
resembling California's. Montana 
and Texas already have similar 
laws. 

Some Californians choose the 
confidential marriage lor the rea- 
son it was provided— they have* 
bear living together and want to 
get married secretly. More often 
the reason is the simplicity of the 
procedure. 

For their part, the chapels hare 
been making tht». instant mar- 
riages as attractive as they can, 
offering settings ranging from a 
secluded chateau to the Queen 
Mary, the ocean Hner which is 
now a tourist attraction in Long 

Beach. Couples can be married 
in a five -minute ceremony cost- 
ing as little as $20 or a candle- 
light ceremony recorded tm video- 
tape for $150. The staffs of the 
chapels will take care of every- 
thing, including hiring ft minister 
for those who want one. 
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Despite its popularity, not 
everyone is pleased with the Con- 
fidential Marriage Act. m 1975, 
the California CUmf erence of Local 
Health Officers urged the state 
legislature to amend the law to 
require blood and rubella testa. 
The' conference said the change 
was necessary because about 4 per 
cent of an blood tests performed 
in California are positive, which 
means that as many as 5,000 peo- 
ple have syphilis. The confer- 
ence urged rubella tests In the 
hope that they move to decrease 
the possibility of birth defects. 

■Lob Angeles County Supervisor 
Kenneth Hahn said that he wish- 
ed wedding' chapels would screen 
couples more carefully than they 
do — to make certain that a couple 
Is of legal age (18 years old) and 
that neither the man nor the 
woman is married to someone else.

The ministry was commenting 
on tbe outcome of a meeting of 
EEC ministers yesterday, which 
gave Its negotiators at the Gen- 
eral Agreement on- Tariffs and 
Talks (GATT) talks in Geneva 
the go-ahead , to follow a U.3. 
proposal for 40-per-cent cuts. 

But the ministers made clear 
that the nine-nation group would 
probably seek smaller cuts in 
deference to French insistence 
that 40 per cent was too high. 

While making plain its concern 
should the EEC agree to a lower 
figure; tbe Japanese ministry 
added it would stDl make the 
offer of 42 per cent. 

The cuts, to be carried out 
■ over eight yeans starting in' 1979, 
would lower Japanese impart 
tariffs to an average of 66 from 
10.8 per /wot, the ministry said. 

Of the 2,630 items, tariffs an 
880 products including steel and 
machinery would be cut by more 
than 40 per cent, those an 1,430 
Items by 40 per cent and those 
on 320 other Items either by less 
than 40 per cent or not at all, tbe 
ministry said. 

The proposed reductions would 
follow the so-called harmonization 
principle which calls far small 
cuts In low tariffs and large cuts 
in high tarifib.

■ Japan’s two largest motor companies; Ttoyota 
and Nissan, report record 1977 exports .following 
shandy increased sales- to Britain and the United 
States. Toyota exported L41-'ndJllosi vehicles, a 
20-per-cent increase aver' 1976, while shipments to 
Britain were up 27.8 per cent and those to tbe 


United States increased 27-1 per cent. Nissan 

exported 132 million vehicles, up 0.5 per cent 
from the previous year. TJJSL and tT-S. sales in- 
creased 39.8 and 18.4 per cent, respectively. Toyota 
exported 31,035 vehicles to Britain, 561,110 to the 
United States and 108,664 to Saudi Arabia. The 
figure for Saudi Arabia' was up 25 per cent from 
1976. Nissan exported 109,978 vehicles to Britain 
and 498£37 to the United States. ' Toyota's pro- 
duction for the year was a record 2.72 minim 

vehicles, up 9.4 per cent from 1976. Nissan's pro- 
duction, however, fell 1.1 per cent to 228 tninim. 
Both Anna say a substantial increase in their 
sales to Britain this year should be avoided to 
prevent unnecessary conflict between the two 
countries.

against most major currencies 
In thin dealings today as tbe 
foreign exchange market anxious- 
ly awaited President Carter's an- 
nual State of the union address 
to Congress. 

“There is no doubt the market 
is waiting to see the contents of 
that speech- A lot will hinge on 
it," one trader asserted. In 
advance of tomorrows speech, 
operators covered any short dol- 
lar positions and then pulled out 
of the market today, dealers 
said. Conditions were noticeably 
thin In late trading. 

Against the deutsche mark, the 
dollar finished at 3.1323 DM, up 5 
points on the day but down 
from Its intraday h igh of 2.1390 
DM. The Bundesbank bought 
an estimated $56 million at the 
afternoon fixing. 

The Swiss National Bank ap- 
parently led central bank ac- 
tivity today, offering francs for 
deutsche marks, especially, and 
for dollars. This gave the dol- 
lar an even broader lift, one 
dealer commented. The a moun t 
of Intervention could not be de- 
termined. Against the franc, 
the dollar climbed 28 ce n times 
to 2.0175 francs— -its highest level 
in over a week. The franc also 
declined against the mark. 

The Belgian authorities an- 
nounced today one- percentage- 
point reductions in the discount 
and Lombard rotes to 75 per 
cent. The news had little ef- 
fect on the franc, dealers said, 
and the d ollar finished at 33.05 
francs against 33.00 late yester- 
day. 

There were reports that the 
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Netherlands may cut Its discount 
rate later this week from its 
current 46 per cent. Against the 
guilder, the dollar rose 50 points 
to 2.2808 guilders. 

Some dealers noted that 
monthly payments by the major 
Western oil companies to the 
Arab oil exporters this week and 
last have helped buoy the dol- 
lar.

BONN, Jan. 18 (AF-DJ). — U8.

Workers’ average earnings In UJ3L 
production industries and some 
services soared 16 per cent In 
November, following a 1.5-per- 
cent-lncrease In October, pushing 
the 12-month increase Into double 
figures for the first time since 
May. 

On a year-to-year basis, the 
Index of average earnings, season- 
ally adjusted, accelerated for the 
third straight month, rising to 
106 per cent In November from 
0.5 per cent in October and 9 per 
cent in September, the Depart- 
ment of Employment said today. 

The index of average earnings 
rose in November to 300.2 
(January 1870 equals 100) from 
2946 in October and 2726 a year 
earlier. 

However, a new, unadjusted 
index of average earnings of the 
whole economy, introduced late 
last year, showed a slight decele- 
ration-in November to 8.5 per 
cent above a year earlier com- 
pared with an B. 7-per-cent In the 
prior month. 

Meanwhile, industrial produc- 
tion rose 06 per cent In Novem- 
ber, tbe government said today. 

The ah -industries index rose to 
1021 from the revised 1016 in 
October, but it was down 16 per 
cent from tbe year-ago level 

The central statistical office, 
which released the statistics, said 
the figures ‘‘continue to suggest 
that the underlying level of in- 
dustrial output changed little in 
recent months." 

Total industrial output has 
risen 0.4 per cent in the three 
months ended Nov. 30 from the 
three months ended Aug. 31 
while manufacturing production, 
has gone up 0.7 per cent between 
the two quarterly periods. 

The all-industries index in- 
cludes manufacturing, mining, 
construction and utility activities. 

The Index for manufacturing 
alone was 1036 in November, up 
06 per cent from a month earlier.

Study Used 100 Random Portfolios 

Using Darts to Select Buys 
On NYSE Tops S&P Index

NEW YORK, Jan, 18 (NTT) .—Indexing, a system by which 
money managers attempt to structure an investment portfolio 
80 that its performance mirrors that of the Standard & Poor 
iiTirio*- of 500 stocks, may be one of the least rewarding invest- 
ment Arionja to e mve along in some time. 

Thai to the imp&afion of & recent study which attempted 
to detennfae how investors would have fared had they simply 
invested on the basis of tearing the stock tables out of the 
newspaper and tin-owing darts at them. 

The study used a computer made to behave as though it 
were 190 incU virtual investors each of whom had 25 darts to 
throw at the The selections were r an dom with an equal 

chance of hitting any stock on the New York Exchange. 

Each of the 100 “investors" was presumed to have thrown 
the darts at the close of the market on Dec. 31, 1976. An 
equal number of dcBars was invested in each of the £5 stocks 
h at 

T TnHkft the 6 *fc P index, tom, which is dominated by the 
stocks of large capitalization, the "dazt" portfolios were “un- 
weighted." 

By the end of 1977, the best of the random portfolios was 
up 186 per cent and the average portfolio showed a gain of 
3 per cent. The SAP index, meanwhile, had dropped 7.4 per 
cent. The figures throughout the study have been adjusted 
to reflect re inv e s tment of a R i n comp - 

Robert Levy, president of Computer Directions & Advisors, 
who prepared the study for the New York Times, said that the 
most surprising result waa the fact that only one of the 100 
random portfolios did worse than the index. It registered a 
loss of 76 per cent. 

Mr. Levy also instructed the computer to chose 100 ran- 
dom portfolios over several longer time periods. 

Over a three-year interval— Deo 31, 1974 through Dec. 31, 
1977 — the average dart-selected portfolio was up 131.4 per 
cent while the SAP was tq> Just 576 per cent . This tone, 
all dart portfolios beat the S As P with the one in last position 
registering a gain of 79m per cent. 

Over five years, the average dart portfolio was up 296 per 
cent compered with a loss of 16 per cent for the S & P and 
96 of the 100 portfolios chosen by darts surpassed the S&P. 

The exercise would have bad to be extended to cover a 
10-year period before tbe average dart portfolio began to 
app r ox im ate the results of the S&P. Even for this long 
period, random selection resulted in nearly two-thirds of the 
106 portfolios outpacing the index. The average random port- 
folio for the period was up 496 per cent and the S&P, 4L5 
per cert.

THE ONCE AND FUTURE STAR 

By George Mtchanoirsky. Hawthorn. 149 pu.

S TARS have long figured in 
mankind's legends and, pro- 
phesies. But seldom has the 
story about any one star, save 
the sun, attributed to it nxore 
significant earthly effects or 
founded those attributions on 
more plausible grounds than Ls 
the case with "The Once and 
Future Star." 

In thJfi short but fascinating 
book, George Michanowsky. a 
specialist in Mesopotamian as- 
tronomy. leads an armchair 
exploration that links outer 
mace and ancient history in a 
way that the likes of Erich von 
Danlken and Emmanuel Veil- 
kovsky cannot. Michanowsky's 
story is grounded in established 
fact The stories of ancient 
astronauts and colliding worlds 
are not. Where Michanowsky 
speculates, he says so. With the 
others, you cant tell fact from 
fiction. 

Michanowsky advances what 
surely must seem one of the 
more audacious scholarly claims 
in many years. He believes he 
has identified the one key event 
In nature that prompted aborig- 
inal peoples — ancestors of the 
Sumerians — living some 6,000 
years ago to lay the foundations 
of astronomy, mathematics, 
science and all the other educated 
arts upon which civilization was 
built. His evidence is compelling. 

The event, he believes, was the 
explosion into a supernova of u. 
star not far from our solar system. 
A supernova is the incredibly 
brilliant flameout of a dying 
star. Astronomers see many such 
events but only rarely does one 
occur close enough to the earth 
to be 'visible to the naked eye. 

The supernova in this case has 
been established by Australian 
astronomers as the closest to the 
earth known to science. It oc- 
curred less than half as far away 
as the supernova of AD 1006 
that dazzled Chinese and Euro- 
pean observers and, therefore, ls 
presumed to bare been far more 
brilliant.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan. 18 (NYT).— “Fair Warning,'’ 
Patti Dreifuss of the promotional firm called Top Rank Inc., 
told a reporter over long distance, “Ali says the press is welcome 
at hls workout but no interviews, he's not talking." 

"Muhammad All not talking?” the reporter said. “Wow! 
What a story!” . 

Bo It came about that a covey of refugees man the Super 
Bowl press box showed up in the Fifth Street Gym, the seedy 
little sweatshop in South Beach where the heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world is preparing to defend his title (they say* 
against Leon Spinks in Las Vegas cm Feb. 15. 

' This was Ali's birthday. Either 36 or 37 years ago yester- 
day, the man child who would be christened Cassius Marcellos 
Olay emitted hls first Infant wall in Louisville, Ky. Not in one 
waking moment since bad he been silent, until he emerged 
from hls dressing room here and surveyed a birthday cake that 
occupied about a third of the ring. The cake was festooned 
by a sugary crown and boxing gloves, and it bore six candles. 

What It Means 

All is now 36 In the records — “which means.” said Jerry 
T4da»r gf the New York Post, who boxed to the amateurs when 
All did, "that he has dropped a year since the 1959 nationals 
or has added one." 

With mayor Leonard Haber of Miami Beach at hls elbow;

L League aims at nothing' less toon, the

abolition of the 20th century. 

Tbnrard Into the past," urges Its 
progressive reactionary faction. 

“Backwards into the future," 
its r e gressi ve reactionary wing. 

The Eldon League, like the early 13th-. 
century lord chancellor who inspired it, 
opposes all change. 

"We believe hi the feudal system," 
said Grand imp erial Prior Neil Hamilton. 
“We think it kept the people happier." . 

The Bdon League and the world of JS1- 
donia in tfiich it flourishes are the crea- 
tion of law student Hamilton, who 
launched it as an eating and drinking 
society, with a fair measure of spoofing 
mixed in, while a C ambrid ge undergradu- 
ate in 1972. 

“We believe in civilized living. We’ve 
done our best to put the. clock bac k ," 
Hamilton said over e plate of stewed rab- 
bit in Middle Temple Hah, where Sawyers, 
reactionary and otherwise, have supped 
and debated since TUdor times. 

"We want to abolish the 20th. century, 
paf ticatari y the Internal combustion engine 
and ptesttc."

“The 18th century was the summit of 
civilization," he said. The advantage of 
bring in the past is the abolition of un- 
certainty, which is the catalyst of change 
and adversity.” 

John Scott, the first Ear! of JSSdou 
(1741-1888), was Britain’s longest serving 
and most backward tirinMng tod chan- 
cellor, the bead of the judiciary.
